accordance with the ideals of the 
League of Nations, the Kellogg, 
Pact and the Nine-Power Treaty.”

Factions Drawing Together. 

The belief is growing here that 
the Japanese campaign may unite 
Chinese factions. From Canton 
come reports that the troops of 
that area are preparing to throw in 
their lot wtih the Nineteenth Army 
at Chapel. These reports say arms 
and ammunition have been shipped 
to the Nineteenth and that Gen.

NEW YORK Feb. 10.—Hope of 
bringing peace to the Far East was 
expressed by the League of Na- 
tions’ Far Eastern Commission of 
Inquiry as four of the five members 
arrived on the liner Paris yesterday. 

The Earl of Lytton former Vice- 
roy of India Great Britain's repre- 
sentative on the commission and its 
chairman received newspaper men 
and said their survey of the Far 
East had been limited to nine 
months but they hoped to finish 
their work before the September 
meeting of the League. 

“As individuals,”’ he said, “we are 
nobody. As individual countries 
we are nothing but collectively the 
League is in the unique position of 
being a friend of all nations. In 
that sense*in response to an appeal 
of China and Japan we have of- 
fered the assistance of the League. 
We will decide when we get there 
how we can be of the most assist- 
ance to them. 

“We hope to heal the differences 
of these two nations. 

“Our inquiry is not necessarily 
confined to Manchuria. We can 
extend the scope of our work if we 
are invited. However I can hardly 
conceive the possibility of our re.- 
viewing the Shanghai situation for 
a committee already has been ap- 
pointed to do that.”

WASHINGTON, Feb, 10.—Under 
terrific pressure of work, President 
Hoover today turned his back on 
all purely social activities of his 
office. 

The White House announced he 
would have to bar reception of big 
groups, such as conventions, for the 
next few months at least. Mrs. 
Hoover, alone, will extend the cour- 
tesies of the executive mansion 
whenever possible. 

“Extraordinary demands upon his 
time,” was the reason given. He 
left room to receive during office 
hours committees and small delega- 
tions having conclusions of their 
organizations or recommendations 
to lay before him. But as for plain 
handshaking with vast numbers of 
visitors, posing for group pictures, 
and so on, they are out. 

Mr. Hoover works from 8:30 in 
the morning to 6 at night, almost 
without exception. An hour or less 
is all he takes for lunch, and fre- 
quently these days pressing affairs 
are discussed at the table. ' 
The new policy was aimed chiefly 
at conventions. ‘This is the George 
Washington bicentennial year, and 
its program of events is drawing 
an abnormal number of national 
gatherings. The prospect of White 
House receptions attracts many 
delegates. To them it is half an 
hour memorably spent. To the 
President, who cannot grant one 
without allowing many more, it be- 
comes an unending round of ex- 
hausting hospitality, tendered while 
grave matters needing deliberate 
study are kept waiting. 

Soon after coming in office he 
abolished the weekly or biweekly 
practice of shaking hands with 
several hunéred casual visitors, but 
he continued receiving delegations 
in considerable numbers. Some- 
times he would pose on the White 
House lawn with three. four or 
more groups in one day. This was 
gradually reduced as demands upon 
his time increased, climaxing now

The sisters of Joseph Azar, 6 
years old, who was murdered seven 
yeafs ago by Herbert Anderson, 
have joined in a letter to the Mis- 
souri Prison Board, protesting 
against a parole for Anderson, who 
has appealed for clemency. Ander- 
son confessed the crime and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment Oct. 
19, 1925. ‘Together with 88 other 
criminais he will come before the 
board Feb. 15 for a hearing. 

Anderson's plea of guilty was op- 


posed at the time by Circuit Attor- 
ney Sidener, who denounced him as 
a degenerate and: said his crime 
was one of the most shocking ever 
committed. A jury, the Circuit At- 
torney said, would hang him. 
Joseph Azar, a bright little boy

“Tells of Kidnaping. 

He said he would be shown that 
in slow traffic on Lindell, just 
west of Euclid avenue, two armed 
men entered the machine, one in 
the front seat, one in the rear, 
and that they made Pike drive: 
northward, to a point on Halls Fer- 
ry road, where,they made him get 
out and leave the machine for 15 
minutes. 

The State will show further, he 
continued, that Berg was then 
taken into captivity, that he was 
forced to write a ransom letter, 
mailed that night in East St. Louis, 
and that his family employed At- 
torney Morris G. Levinson to at- 
temp to effect Berg’s release.

Hearing in Miller’s Office. 

By agreement the depositions 
were taxen in the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office. Witnesses were Mrs. 
Berg, wife of the kidnaped fur 
dealer, City Detective Keller and 
Chief of Police Gerk. 

Mrs. Berg told of receiving at 
their home in the Park Plaza Hotel 
the report of her husband’s abduc- 
tion, of the letter from the  kid- 
napers demanding $65,000 ransom, 
a demand later reduced to $50,000 
but never met, and of Berg’s re- 
turn. Keller told of following 
various worthless clews in the case. 

Chief Gerk testified about the ac- 
tivities of'the police in the case 
and read into the record a steno- 
staphic account of the conference 
with Rogers, wherein Rogers re- 
ported that Richards wgas handling 
the ransom negotiations. It was 
this information that led ultimate- 
ly to the arrest of the members of 
the kidnaping «gang and the in- 
dictment of the six men who are 
now defendants in the case. 


In the meantime the jury, final- 
ly selected at 9:30 o’clock last 
night, was kept in custody of the 
Sheriff. Selection of the tentative 
panel from which the jury was 
drawn was completed shortly after 
5 p. m, In the éxamination of the 
veniremen, covering one forenoon 
and two afternoon sessions, only 62 
were questioned. Fifteen were chal- 
lenged for cause, most of them 
because of prejudice against in- 
fliction.of the death penalty, leav- 
ing finally the 47 from which the 
trial jury was selected. 

Challenges Completed. 

With completion of the tentative 
panel, Verne Lacy, counsel for the 
defense, told the court he would 
like to have the night to consider 
the peremptory challenges to be 
made by the defense, which was 
allowed 20 to the State’s 15. 

“If counsel insists on that the 
State will insist that this panel of 
47 men be locked up for the night,” 
rejoined the Circuit Attorney. “I 
am unwilling to let these men-go 
to their homes, possibly to hear 
discussions of this case that would 
impair their value as jurors.’’ 

“It would be an outrage to lock 
them up,” Lacy replied. 

**‘Nevertheless,” said the. Circuit 
Attorney, “that is our proposition, 
and we shall stick to it.’’ 

When the Court indicated he 
would sustain the Circuit Attorney 
Lacy finally agrecd to a plan un- 
der which the State was allowed 
30 minutes to make its. rejections 
and the ‘defense two hours. The 
State completed its challenges in 25 
minutes, the defense in two hours 
and 40 minutes. 

It was then 9:30. The rejected 
veniremen were éxcused, the se- 
lected 12 were placed in charge of 
the Sheriff. + 

Not Guilty Pilea Withdrawn. 

Eariy yesterday the defense had 
withdrawn Heuer’s plea of not 
guilty so that it might file a plea 
in abatement, one of many actions 
taken by the defendant’s lawyers 
during the morning in an effort to 
stave off immedWfte trial. When 
the plea was denied the case went 
off into another phase and the plea 
was not reinstated. 

After the jury had been with- 
drawn, however, the Circuit At- 
torney reminded Court and counsel 
that since the plea had been with- 
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drawn, there was, in effect, no ar- 
raignment in the case. Thereupon 
the plea of not guilty was re-en-

“Many members of organized la- 
bor who are working have béen 
contributing a Mitge percentage of 
their earnings to assist their un- 
employed fellow-workers. Others 
are sharing the very limited 
amount of work available; But ‘the 
need is too great. The number of 
unemployed is constantly increas- 
ing. ore than 8,300,000 wére suf- 
fering from enforced idleness dur- 
ing the month of January. Local re- 
lief agencies have found the task 
too great. Adequate rélief cannot be 
supplied. Men, women and chil- 
dren are hungry, cold and under- 
nourished. The tragic feature of 
this uncivilized, inhuman condition 
is reflected in the fact that mil- 
lions of children are unable to at- 
tend school because of a lack of 
food, clothing and shoes. 

Not Reasonable to Deny Aid. 

“It does not seem reasonable for 
the Federa] Government to deny 
relief to men; women and children 
suffering from unempldyment when 
it ig clearly evident that local and 
state relief agencies are unable to 
meet the requirements of the situa- 
tion. “Those who are hungry can- 
not.draw the line of distinction 
between relief stipplied by local and 
state relief agencies and relief sup- 
plied by the Federal Government. 
is fact was recognized during 
the great war emergency and it 
should be recognized during the ex- 
isting emergency. We urge the 
enactment of the Costigan-La Fol- 
lette bill appropriating $375,000,000 
for relief purposes -immediately, 
and for such other appropriations 
as circumstances may require. 

“No satisfactory explanation can 
be made to hungry people as to 
why Congress voted billions to aid 
banks and corporations and would 
refuse to appropriate even a mod-

Philadeiphia estimates 
its need at least $6,000,000 beyond 
that raised, and there is no more 
money in sight. In Chicago relief 
funds will be exhausted by Feb. 15.

“We specifically recommend that 


the Federal Government take im- 
mediate steps to establish the fivo- 
day work week for Government 
employes.

Donald R. Richberg, Chicago, 
attorney for 21 unions of railway 
workers, saidean injunction issued 
by Wilkerson in the ratiway shop- 
men’s strike in 1922 was more 
sweeping in its effect than injunc- 
tions issued elsewhere, 

“It flatly ferbade all picketing, 
for example,” he said. Richberg 
said the injunction was without 
limitation as to territorial applica- 
tion and was_so broad as to apply 
to causes outside the Judge's dis- 
trict. This action, he contended, 
vas “an absolute abuse of power.” 

Again in 1925, Richberg said, 
Judge Wilkerson “attempted this 
same territorial assumption of 
power in the case of Robertson 
against the labor guard.” 

He cited a United States Su- 
preme Court decision, which he 
said held a district court cannot 
issue a process beyond its own dis- 
trict. 

“Injunctions in labor disputes,” 
Richberg said, “simply result in an 
ediet of terrorization.”” He argued

President Would Make Pa- 
per Not Now Acceptable, 
Proper Security. for Fed- 
eral Reserve Loans.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover began a move today 
to liberalize Federal Reserve Bank 
rules to make eligible to rediscount 
paper held by small banks which is 
not now capable of being turned 
into cash. 

In a series of bipartisan confer- 
ences with leaders of both houses 
of Congress, he outlined his plans 
and it was agreed that a Democrat,

By broadening the base of paper 
elizible to rédiscounting, it is the 
belief o fthe Government financial] 
leaders that immediate aid will be 
extended to small banks that have 
borrowed to their limit on eligible 
paper, but have other good security. 
The emergency legislation now in 
mind, however, would be only a 
temporary affair. 

President Hoover will announce 
the program immediately. 

Three members of the Finance 
Corporation joined in the confer- 
ence. They were Acting Secretary 
Mills of the Treasury, Eugene Mey- 
er, chairman of the corporation's 
board, and Charles G. Dawes, its 
president, 

The Senators called to the White 
House were Watson (Rep.), Indi- 
ana; Robinson (Dem.), Arkansas; 
Glass (Dem.), Virginia; Walcott 
(Rep.), Connecticut; Townsend

Opposition Based on Proposal for 
Grade Scparation at Grand 
Intersection. 
Property owners objected before 
the Board of, Public Service yes- 
terday to plans for paving widened 
Natural Bridge avenue,-which they 
feared might contemplate provision 
for grade separations at the inter- 
sections of Grand boulevard and of 
Goodfellow avenue.

and Tweaty-fifth street, and an ex- 
tension in Palm street, between 
Twenty-fifth and North Florissant 
avenue. The central strip in the 
western section would leave room 
for a viaduct to carry Natural 
Bridge over Goodfellow. - 
John C. Tobin and Albert IL. 
Schmidt, lawyers, and -John C. 
Greulich and J. F. O. Reller, real 
estate dealers, protested for clients 
and other property owners against 
leaving the central strip unpaved, 
and asked for one broad roadway. 
Estimated cost of paving the 
eastern section, where the city will 
pay 60 per cent of the expense 
with bond funds, is $187,620 if 
sheet asphalt is used or $195,000 if 
Warrenite, a patented asphaltic 
material is employed.

IIEARING RECESSED 
AT CITY'S REQUES! 


Officials Want More Time 
to Study Reduced Sched- 


Mixed Product. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFBRSON’ CITY, Feb. 10.— 
Hearing of the application of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis 
tor authority to mix natural gas 
with the artificial gas it now sells 
in St. Louis and for approval of a 
new schedule of rates for the 
mixed gas on a therm or heat value 
basis was adjourned late yesterday, 
after one day, and will be resumed 
here next Monday before the Mis- 
souri F=blic Service Commission. 
The adjournment was requested 
by City Counselor Muench and As- 
sociate City Counselor Forrest G. 
Ferris Jr. of St. Louis, after the 


company had submitted its case on 
the testimony of one witness. 
Muench said the city desired time 
to study the company’s vate ex- 
|hibits and the contracts through 
| which Laclede will buy natural gas 
from an affiliated company and to 
determine whether the city would 
offer any evidence. 

The city is not opposing the spe- 
cific rate schedule, which company 
officers have declared would save 
St. Louis gas users about $600,000 
a year, based on present gas sales. 
Muench stated it appeared, how- 
ever. that a greater reduction 
|/might reasonably be made. He said 
| that, if the Commission were dis- 
posed to allow the rates to be put 
into effect at once, the order should 
be conditioned on the Commis- 
sion'’s following up with an inves- 
tigation to determine if a greater 
reduction were justified. 

: Mentions Recent Decision. 

| The City Counselor recalled that 
‘the question of the company's rate- 
|making valuation had been re- 
opened, through a recent decision 
of the Missouri Supreme Court re- 
versing and remanding for recon- 
sideration the 1927 Laclede gas 
rate case, in which the Commis- 
sion, in January, 1929, revalued the 
company and authorized a rate in- 
crease of about $600,006 a year. 

The Supreme Court held the 
‘commission had erred in some of 
the methods used in the revaluation 
and had not made deductions it 
should have made from the former 
valuation. The mandate of the 
Court has not reached the commis- 
sion and it has not determined 
when reconsideration of the for- 
mer case will be begun. The new 
valuation to be fixed, in accordance 
' with the Court ruling, would affect 
ithe new rates, if approved. 
| Chairman Miltion R. Stahl of 
ithe commission suggested the pres- 
ent hearing be expedited as much 
‘as possible. He said the commis- 
‘sion could approve the proposed 
Tates until the question of valua- 
tion, which would involve 
investigation, was disposed of. 

Commissioner John H. 
‘added that “if this is a reduction 
‘in fact, I don’t see why we should 
(withhold this reduction from the 
| people while investigating to deter- 
;mine if the reduction should 
greater.” He suggested this in- 
quiry could be made in reconsider- 
‘ing the former case. 

The Lower County Rate. 

The rate reduction schedule filed 
with the commission yesterday by 
the St. Louis County Gas Co., in 
connection with its proposal to mix 
natural gas with artificia] gas, was 
not mentioned in the hearing yes- 
terday, but likely will be brought in 
if the city offers any evidence in 
the next hearing. The St. Louis 
County schedule provides domestic 
rates 17 per cent lower than those 
proposed by Laclede. The St. Louis 
County Gas Co., owned by interests 
which control the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. ef St. Leuis, will 
buy natural gas from the same 
sources as the Laclede Co., at the 
same rate. 

Robert W. Otto, general coun- 
sel of the Laclede Co., said he did 
not know what effect if any, the 
county gas rate filirs would have 
on the rates proposed by Laclede. 

E. L. White, comptroller of the 
Laclede Co., was the only witness 
offered by the company yesterday. 
He testified the new rates were 
based on company estimates that 
its volum> of sales would be in- 
creased through the reductions, and 
testified concerning the structure 
of the rates and the contracts for 
purchase of natural gas. 

Laclede has a contract to pur- 
chase natural gas from the Mis- 
souri Industrial Gas Co., which in 
turn buys natural gas from the 
Missisippi River fuel Corporation. 
The Laclede and Missouri Indus- 
trial Co. both are controlled by 
the Utilities Power and Light Cor- 
poration of Chicago. 

What Company Will Pay. 

Under its contract Laclede will 
pay the Missouri Industrial 26 cents 
a thousand cubic feet for natural 
gas, plus carrying charges which 
increase the price to 28.3 cents a 
thousand cubic feet, based on La- 
clede estimates. The Missouri In- 
dustrial Gas Co., under its contract 
with the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation, will pay 26 cents a 
thousand cubic feet for natural gos 
to be resold to Laclede. The Mis- 
souri Industrial basic price to La- 
clede holds good wntil Dec. 31, 
19338, and thereafter will be based 
on capacity and commodity fac- 
tors, varying from 26 to 31 cents 
during the remainder of the 15- 
year contract.

ERMIT me to dissent from your edi- 
P torial terming unfortunate Alfred E, 
Smith’s entrance into the presidential 
race. Smith earned the leadership of the 
Democratic party by his magnificent rec- 
ord as Governor of New York, as you 
have often pointed out. In 1928, except 
on the one ground of the tariff, he 
fought a brave, honest, resourceful bat- 
tle against overwhelming odds. The 


country was then in the grip of the pros- 
perity psychosis, and Thomas Jefferson 


grave, could not have beaten Mr. Hoo- 
ver. If this be a democracy, who has a 
better right than Smith, who polled 15,- 
000,000 votes, to declare himself willing 
to take the nomination?

And speaking of trim- 
mers, what about Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s recantation of his League of Na- 
tions policy, and Newton OD. Baker's 
slightly less violent about-face? Unless 
we adopt an impossible attitude of per- 
fection, we must face the unpleasant 
fact that, in the hurly-burly of national 
elections, no candidate has ever pre- 
served the spotless garb of intellectual 
integrity. I cite you Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, now playing ball with the Tories 
in England after a lifetime of opposi- 
tion to them. 

You seem to think that Smith’s nom- 
ination would result in defeat. There is 
an argument there. Concede the South 
to Bishop Cannon and, in my opinion, 
Smith would carry Lllinois, New York 
and enough other northern and western 
states to give him vwietory. Many Re- 
publican votes in 1928 Were cast on the 
theoryethat only by Republican xictory 
would’ prosperity ‘bé preserved.’ The 
country Knows better now. 

It is true, as you say, that religious 
intolerance has not abated, but the best 
way to kill this un-American thing is 
to elect a Catholic, a Jew, a Moham- 
medan, an atheist, to the presidency to 
break the provincial tradition that no 
one but a Protestant can sit in the White 
House without dire results for the coun- 
try. If America is ever to grow. up, that 
bogy must be laid and Smith’s election 
would go far toward laying it. Moreover, 
I make so bold as to predict that a 
Smith administration would compare fa- 
vorably in progressive accomplishment 
with the first term of Woodrow Wilson. 

Why not welcome Smith into the race? 
The more, the merrier. When the time 
comes that the race for the presidency 
is a closed event, limited only to two or 
three performers, then democracy will 
suffer. It is out of struggle and rivalry 
that real leaders emerge. | ee

lethal gas, bacteriological warfare, aerial bombing, 
and mére arms of aggression, such as big guns and 
| tanks, there is nothing new in the American proposal 
as Chairman Gibson has enunciated it before the Dis- 
armament Conference at Geneva except our willing- 
ness to agree to budgetary limitation for war supplies. 

There is, in truth, no proposal that America could 
make beyond her willingness to co-operate with the 
rest of the world in an effort to allay those fears and 
distrusts which are the cause of excessive armaments. 
Mr. Gibson says he does not believe the human mind 
capable of devising any plan Which would meet the 
necessities of time to come, but we are not so sure 
of that. The spectacle of Hurope aS an armed camp 
after the dreadful experiences of the World War is 
due to the hurts and fears resulting from that great 
catastrophe. The world must first discover how it 
can deal with the causes of those hurts and fears, 
and until it does so there can be no hope of any great 
accomplishment at Geneva. | 

Mr. .Gibson makes the point admirably in pointing 
out that we do not have such a situation in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. He wishes that Europe might be as 
free from the terror.of arms as we are everywhere 
from Baffin Bay to Tierra del Fuego. The part of 
the United States at Geneva is therefore one of hop- 
ing to be helpful in the solution of a problem which- 
has become the concern of men everywhere. We are 
not at Genéva because the nations upon this side of 
the Atlantic are at one another's throats or groaning 
with the cost of wars to come. We are there because 
of the plight of Europe, whith+sis even more heavily 
armed than she was before the great war, though im- 
measurably less able to bear it now than she was be- 
fore 1914. A 
The attitude of Messrs. Hoover and Stimson to- 
ward this problem is excellent. They have commend- 
ably turned their backs on that fierce spirit of na- 
tionalism which deludes itself with the belief that 
we are entirely self-sufficient in a world fast sink- 
ing under the weight of its own arms, as they accept 
the responsibility of so great and powerful a nation 
as our own to the rest of the world. We have come a 
long way since the question of our participation in 
the League of Nations was debated in the United 
States Senate. We are out in the world, a member 
of the great society of nations, and its fears and its 
hopes are in many respects our own. Mr. Gibson 
painted the picture very graphically in the following 
words: 

The burden and dangers of the gigantic. ma- 
chinery of warfare which are now being main- 
tained in times of peace have reached a point 
where they threaten civilization itself. For two 
years past the people of every race have been 
confronted with an economic crisis from which 
no nation has been free. All the governments of 
the world have faced reductionof income, un- 
settled budgets and dangers to the very stability 
of government itself. 

There is a disposition to Believe that the eonfer- 
ence has opened in a mood of profound discourage- 
ment because of what is going on in China. We can- 
not agree that this is true, but rather that the con- 
ference opens in the light of a timely disillusion- 
ment. The only impediments between Japan and her 
conquest of Manchuria were those set up by the Nine- 
Power Treaty and the Kellogg pact. Both have proved 
to be only scraps of paper. The conference must 
therefore realize that such instruments, notwithstand- 
ing the great thanksgiving which attends their fab 
rication, have nothing to do with the end they seek 
to attain. Since the nations were not sincere when 
they signed them, they are abundantly justified in 
their own points of view when they violate them. 
This is just what Japan has done. Both the United 
States and England have protested to the Tokio Gov- 
ernment that what Japan is doing in China is a vio- 
lation of both the Nine-Power Treaty and the Kellogg 
pact. They have accomplished nothing. 

It is a new world to which we must turn our faces. 
Merely to patch up the old world and cover its defects 
with the courtplaster of sophistry avails us nothing. 
The conference at Geneva can render no greater serv- 
ice than to say so. 


DARROW AND FORMER GOV. GARDNER. 

Among the stories which Clarence Darrow has to 
tell in his recently published autobiography, “The 
Story of My Life,” is one which will be news to Mis- 
sourians. It was at the time of the McNamara trial 
in Los Angeles. Mr. Darrow had been there two 
years, giving both time and substance for the defense. 
He relates that he had spent all his money and bor- 
rowed $20,000 more, and with the last of the cases 
ending in disagreement, knew not where to turn. Un- 
expectedly on the blackest night a telegram came 
from St. Louis. It read: “I hear that you have spent 
most of your life defending men for nothing and that 
you are now broke and facing another trial. I will 
let you have all the money for the case. Am now 
sending draft for $1200.” The name signed was un- 
known to Mr. Darrow. It was that of Frederick D. 
Gardner, later Governor of Missouri. The incident 
might have been made the object of considerable 
publicity; that it was not becomes both donor and 
recipient.

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THE TIDE IS TURNING. 


It is not a pleasant thing, at this time, for the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. to go back to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission for a valuation of its property; 
but that is what the Missouri Supreme Court says it 
must do. 
The court has refused to sustain the recent valua- 
tion under which the company increased its income 
in St. Louis by some $600,000 a year, and City Coun- 
selor Muench is back before the commission with a 
representation that upon a theory of present construc- 
tion costs the valuation of Laclede should not be over 
$40,000,000. Its present valuation, upset by the courts, 
is $47,Q00,000. The theory that these properties are 
worth what it would cost to reproduce them was 
bound to come to this pass when costs declined, and 
the time has come for the consumer to enjoy a little 
revenge. Ray Morrison, president of the savings 
bank division. of the American Bankers’ Association, 
said at a recent annual meeting of his organization 
in New York that public utility rates throughout the 
country face a probable 30 per cent reduction on the 
basis of revaluation at present reproduction costs. 
Nor is this the sum of Laclede’s troubles. That 
doughty neighbor, the St. Louis County Gas Co., an- 
nounces that it will sell mixed natural and manufac- 
tured gas out there for 17.3 per cent less than the 
rates Laclede has proposed for mixed gas of the same 
heat value in St. Louis. The company in the county 
proposes to get its natural gas from the same people 
who are to furnish Laclede with natural gas.

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TO REMEDY A DEFECT. 


The American Society of Newspaper Editors is, 
perhaps, unique in that it lacks control over its own 
membership. No matter how unworthy a member 
may be, he cannot be disciplined or expelled. For 
several years, a group of members urged in vain 
that the society amend its constitution to remedy this 
obvious defect. At the last annual meeting, however, 
they finally were successful, the board of directors 
being charged with the duty of drawing up an 
amendment to enable the society to discipline a mem- 
ber for good cause. 

In pursuance of that mandate, the board has agreed 
upon the terms of the amendment. It permits tem- 
porary suspension of a member by a majority of 
the board, following written notification to the mem- 
ber and a hearing, if he desire one. A member may 
be expelled by two-thirds of the board. However, the 
right of appeal to the society as a whole shall be 
granted any member so expelled, and a majority vote 
of the membership shall determine the issue. This 
amendment will be presented to the society at its next 
annual meeting.

The three successive 
Republican administrations have proceeded 
on the theory that in no essential respect 
had the war altered the American posi- 
tion, and they have tried for nearly 12 
years to run the United States according to 
the theories which had on the whole worked 
so well up to 1917. They refusec to admit 
that the war wrought a fundamental 
change in American national interests, and 
that a failure to adapt Government policies 
to this change would lead to grave trouble.

The basic Republican doctrine is ex- 
pressed in President Hoover's theory that 
the. United States is a self-contained na- 
tion capable of prospering regardless of the 
condition of the outer world. This theory 
is a recent addition to the stock of half- 
truths, and it is a highly misleading de- 
scription both of pre-war and post-war 
America. For had it been necessary to con- 
sider the question in 1913, no informed 
person would have thought of saying that 
the United States was organized to prosper 
within its frontiers. Though there was a 
high tariff on manufactures, the country 
exported vast quantities of food and raw 
materials, it borrowed capital from Eu- 
rope, it paid large shipping freights and 
it sent large funds abroad in the form of 
tourist expenditures and immigrant expen- 
ditures., 

This system of international payments 
worked so smoothly that the American 
people took it for granted, and had little 
incentive to realize how greatly their well- 
being was founded upon a complicated ex- 
change of goods, services and capital funds. 
American public men who serve * their ap- 
prenticeship in this pre-war world—and 
most of the men now old enough for high 
public office did—instinctively believe that 
the pre-war economy js the normal Amecr- 
ican economy, and that somehow sooner or 
later things will settle back into the old

GERMAN SOCIAL WORKER

TO GIVE LECTURE TOMGHT 

. Clara Maria Liepman, Earu- 

pean Authority on Penal System, 

Is the Speaker. 

Dr. Clara Maria Liepman of Ham- 
burg, Germany, one of the foremost 
European authorities on penal in- 
stitutions, will deliver a public lec- 
ture in January Courtroo mon the 
Washington University campus at 
8:15 o’clock this evening. She will 
speak on “The Court and the Social 
Worker.” 

This will be Dr. Liepman’s second 
lecture at the university under the 
auspices of the Germanistic Society 
of St. Louis, the Carl Schurz Me- 
morial Foundation, and the Russell 
Sage Foundation. 

Yesterday she explained the pen- 
al administration in Germany, a sys- 
tem based on the modern philoso- 
phy of social educ: tion rather than 
punishment. Citizens who commit 
crimes are re-educated in special- 
ized institutions operated by ex- 
perts completely independent of 
politics. “We have been surprised.” 
Dr. Liepman declared, “at the lack 
of repeaters. Education, in the ma- 
jority of cases, removes the basic 
cause of anti-social actions.”

He is now all of 
165 years old, has put on long trous- 
ers and is in the midst of his adol- 
escence. But as an artist he has 
now reached such a point of de- 
velopment that one may now say 
of him—as has been said—that he 
is no longer a morning glory which 
may fade with another day, but 
an artist secure in his powers and 
in the prospect of a steady develop- 
ment of those powers. 

From now on he will be accept- 
ed on the same footing with Kries- 
ler. Heifetz and other full-fledged 
artists. His career has already 
lasted seven years during which 
time he has lifted audiences and 
eritics all over the world to such
